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Fair Plays Science Faculty 

Tiie general attitude of trie various Faculties of the University 
towards students who have enlisted has been heretofore most gener- 
ous, and those who have enlisted have found little cause for com- 
plaint in this respect at least. Several cases have recently been 
brought to light, originating in the Faculty of Applied Science, 
Which would seem to be entirely opposed to the treatment which has 
been meted out to those who have joined the colours. 

Some weeks ago the Dean of the Faculty of Applied Science is- 
sued a statement which is reproduced in another column of this issue 
of the McGill Daily, calling attention to the fact that students of 
the ruculty in reasonable standing would be at once allowed their 
year or permitted to proceed to their degree, as soon as they enlisted. 
In the face of this agreement between Faculty and student which -at 
the time appealed to one and all because of its reasonable terms, 
comes an announcement from the same Faculty made by letter to 
more than one student in "reasonable standing" intending to enlist 
to the effect that they will be granted their year upon their return 
"provided th-.it they can show they are qualified to do so." In other 
words, this means that enlisting students must pass their sessional 
examinations before enlisting (which is the only method by means of 
which they may "qualify") or else be compelled to take supple- 
metals or repeat their year upon return. By which announcement 
are students who intend to proceed to the front to interpret the real 
attitude towards them of the Faculy? An explanation to these men 
and to the students of the Faculty at large would seem to be in 
order. Fair play must be received by those who are to become our 
representatives at the front.

The Spirit 



Before an audience of over one hun- 
droJ Mrs. P. A. Truquuir delivered a 
most Interesting and Instructive ad- 
dress nu "Mural Decoration." 

Mrs. Traquair, speaking first of nor 
visit to Canadu, said she was very glad 
to sec such vitality exhibited In tho 
people and trusted it would .serve In a 
real measure to lift up and keep 
alive the aria which she was «ure 
were lu bo found here. Proceeding, 
sho described to what extent the sub- 
ject in hand and extended and pointed 
out that it would take a séries of Itic- 
uroa to do real Justice to such a topic 
Mrs. Traquair, in dealing wllh the 
subject, showed first how the crude 
materials of valions lands were used 
by the natives in their decoration. The 
main point brought out was the natur- 
al use of tho material which came 
readily to hand. The lecture was Illus- 
trated by a well sclented series of lan- 
tern slides which Mrs. Traquair used 
In conjunction with her talk. Theat 
slides showed many tllo patterns. 
I nesc patterns, said the speaker, came 
down to us from tradition and had an 
extraordinary effect In later work 
She pointed out the distinction be- 
tween the Mohamitlcdun and Hinnu 
work, describing the various colours 
used and their mode uf utility. 

The influence of tile work on book 
work as far as designs were concernée 
was also shown to bo very great. 

Next came the development of de 
sign un stone. This was not only 
traced from the various sources, but 
also dealt with a s far as the technique 
or the material and sublcct matte 
was concerned. Mrs. Traquair ex 
plained thai at first the design wa n 
sunk into the stone thus producing 
shorn shadows; on the other hand, in 
later work one could see that the de- 
sign wius left In the raised state due lo 
i he cutting away of the surrounding 
material 

These désigna were usually cramped, 
due to the fact that the artist desired 
tc express too much In a given space. 
Colours were also used to bring forth 
the subject mailer. The designs, it 
mould be remembered, always signi- 
fied something In Egyptian work. 
They were truly "story" pictures exe- 
cuted by the artist in the best manner 
In which he knew how. Greek work, 
unlike Egyptian, showed not so much 
of this cramped pictorial effort, but 
on the other hand tended to he done 
more In the round and also for the 
Pleasure derived In the execution, by 
the tJreeksklll. 

Due to lack of public feeling to-day 
our walls are usually devoid of any 
such decoration as seen In Egyptian 
work. etc. In dealing with Greek 
work, the speaker showed how certain 
effects were obtained. For Instance 
by the accentuation of certain lines 
the whole figure was brought out In 
much more striking form- Promin- 
ence was given to any place where 
there was a strong angle, especially so 
with figures In action. On the other 
hand, with figures In quiet pose*, the 
lines of the drapery only were work- 
ed up to break the monotony Which 
would have been certain to have re- 
sulted otherwise. 

Following this. Miis. Traquair spoke 
of painting In relation to mural decor- 
ation. In this work, books and walls 
went hand In hand again. 

From the purely decorative panels' 
the speaker showed how gradually the 
work became pictorial In the form of 
perspective. This form was never very 
successful due to the fact that the pic- 
ture only looked well In one position 

Mrs. Traquair then spoke of such 
artists as Giotto, whose work express- 
ed feeling rather than realism. 

In speaking of Fra Angellco, whose 
works may he seen In San Marco Mu- 
seum, Florence, she showed lhat this 
artist truly understood the real s-pirlt 
which governed the world and this 
showed In his work. 

Art always expressed the tempera- 
ment of the people at the time. Thus, 
in mcdleavul times, the work was 
pompous and full of glory. In compar- 
ison (o more modern work It is filled 
witli subject matter. To-day, on the 
other hand, the tendency is un aim at 
simple unity. 

Then with. Da Vinci and Raphael 
we get the germ of com pusl Hon. 

Distinct from other artists stands 
Michel Angelo. His skill and charac- 
teristics of his work may be seen In 
the vault of the Kixtlne Chapel, Koine, 
i Eventually, the artists forgot to fol- 
I low their material and began to play 
I tricks with their subject matter, sucii 
as making one believe that their plc- 
Itures were seen through holes In the 
I walls; when this happens one knows 
that the work is on the decline. 

Mrs- Traquair udvocalea the work 
done directly on the Job. This was 
necessary for the artist trt get tho true 
.spirit of the thing for to execute a 
work of art directly on the wall, und 
lo do the same thing In a. studio were 
two different things altogether. The 
feeling In each case said, Mrs. Tra- 
quair. would be entirely different. 

Following the lecture a vote of 
thanks was offered by Mr. Perrault, 
seconded by Mr- Rooth, the meeting 
then adjourned,

In the 
Argonne. at Fontaine Madame, the French trenches were advanced 
thirty metres. Near Four-de-Paris heavy fighting is going on. 

RUSSIA 

The German army has been pushed back six miles in the region 
of Grodno and in the region east of Augustowo are less than twelve 
miles from the Prussian frontier. The swift advance of the Rus- 
sians has caused the Germans to abandon a number of guns. Rus- 
sian aviators have successfully attacked the German positions at 
Szczucyn and Stawiski. 

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY 

Austrian forces have made slight advances north of the Lupkow 
Pass. In the Stanislau region Austrian reverses have offset the ad- 
vances above mentioned. 

TURKEY 

On Sunday the Russian Black Sea fleet bombarded and severe- 
ly damaged the Turkish ports of Eregli and Kostu. Fort Namaz- 
leh is now being bombarled by the British fleet which has been re- 
inforced by the superdreadnought Warspite. The ships have been 
hit several times but no serious damage has been done. 

BRITISH EMPIRE 

rhe Admiralty announce the sinking of the German submarine 
U-20 by the torpedo-beat destroyer Ariel. This is the seventh 
German submarine sunk since the commencement of the war. In 
German Southwest Africa the British forces have occupied Ukamas. 

GENERAL 

It is reported that an Italian squadron has put to sea bound for 
the Dardanelles. The German auxiliary cruiser Priiu Eitel Fried- 
rich arrived in Newport News. Va., in need of supplies and coal. 
The United States Government has not yet decided what oction to 
take m the matter.

Given Science 
Scholarship 



The Science scholarship granted by 
Hir Majesty's Commissioners for the 
Exhibition of 1S51, has been awarded 
to Mr. Francis Henry Sweeting 
Warneford, of Arts '15, who is taking 
a "B.Sc. in Arts" coursa 

This scholarship of the usine of 
£150 sterling a year Is tenable for two 
or, In rare instances, three years It 
Is limited according to the Report of 
'he Commission, "to those branches of 
science such as physic-", mechanics and 
chemistry, the extension of which Is 
specially Important for our national 
industries." Its object is not to fa- 
cilitate ordinary collegiate studies, 
but "to enable students to continue 
the prosecution of science With the 
View of aiding in its advance or In 
in application to the Industrie* of the 
country," 

tl Is open to students of not less 
than three years' standing, who have 
shown evidence of capacity for origi- 
nal research, and is tenable at any 
university or other Institution approv- 
ed by the Commission. 

Mr. Warneford at present Intends 
to spend the first year of his scholar- 
ship at McGHI and the second at Cam- 

lTidge 

Among the previous holders of this 
scholarship are James A Phail. form- 
erly Professor of Engineering at 
Queens and now at the front 1ti com- 
mnnd of the Engineer Company, which 
that University sent to the firing line 
at the outbreak of war. He was 
awarded the scholarship in ISM. An- 
other professor of the Queen's staff 
who held the exhibition In 1S97 m 
James L. W. 0111. whose aeroplane re- 
cently came to grii f. 

Percy Norton Evans, who held tha 
award In I SIM. is at present Professor 
of Chemistry and director of the 
Chemical Laboratory at Purdue rni- 
v, rsity. He is a brother <•! Nevil Nor 
Ion, Professor of Chemistry at McGlll. 

F. M O Johnson, a.t present Pro- 
fessor of Physical Chemistry here, ob- 
tained the scho|ars>p In 1906.
